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PREFACE. 


^N  the  preparation  of  the  Euterpean,  the  editor  has  had  in  mind  the  needs  of  Classes 
(^  and  Choruses  where  the  practice  of  vocal  music  is  rather  for  recreation  than  for 
systematic  and  progressive  drill  in  reading  music,  and  where  possibly  there  has  not 
been  sufficient  previous  study  of  the  elements  of  vocal  music  to  serve  as  a  preparation 
for  the  reading  at  sight  of  the  more  difficult  compositions  in  the  best  musical  literature. 

In  order  to  form  a  better  judgment  of  the*  needs  of  this  class  of  singers,  the 
editor  has  learned,  by  personal  intercourse  and  correspondence,  the  views  of  a  largo 
number  of  the  most  successful  teachers  and  directors  of  music  throughout  the  country. 
From  the  mass  of  material  suggested  to  him,  he  has  endeavored  to  compile  a  book 
which  shall  present  compositions  that  are  attractive  and,  at  the  same  time,  of 
real  musical  value.  To  do  this  in  the  best  manner,  such  arrangements  have  been 
made  as  will  bring  these  compositions  within  the  capacity  of  all  singers  and  all  voices. 
In  order  to  sustain  a  full  vocal  harmony  where  few  tenors  are  to  be  found,  and  those 
of  low  range,  the  altos  are  frequently  called  upon  to  sing  the  tenor  notes,  and  in  some 
selections  the  tenor  melody  is  duplicated  in  the  alto  part. 

While  seeking  to  furnish  selections  of  a  somewhat  popular  character,  there  has 
been  an  endeavor  to  establish  a  standard  that  shall  lead  to  the  best  compositions 
of  acknowledged  masters ;  as  will  be  seen  from  the  index. 

Though  primarily  intended  as  an  assistance  to  teachers  of  the  Normal  Music  Course, 
the  EuTERPEAN  is  not  necessarily  a  part  of  the  series,  its  educational  value  not  being 
dependent  upon  special  skill  in  Bight-reading  which  the  progressive  methods  and  prac- 
tice of  that  Course  throughout  the  various  preparatory  steps  so  readily  impart.  It  may, 
therefore,  be  used  with  satisfaction  and  profit  by  schools  and  choruses  where  other 
systems  of  elementary  mu3ic  instruction  are  followed,  or  where  no  such  instruction  is 
regularly  given. 

Schools  and  choruses  using  this  volume,  and  desiring  material  for  elementary 
instruction  in  vocal  music,  will  find  all  needed  helps  of  this  kind  in  the  several 
Readers  and  Charts  of  the  Normal  Music  Course,  by  John  Wi  Tufts  and 
H.  E.  Holt.
